Lots of interested people have 
tbeir fingers crossed for the sur¬ 
vival of the two treasured Irish 
yew trees in City Park which 
have been moved farther apart 
to provide an unobstructed 
vista for the summer band con¬ 
certs. 

Seems this is not a thing that 
is undertaken casually and 
bids for the major operation, 
providing for boxing the roots 
and all, ran as high as $685. 
Valued as the more than 40- 
year-old trees aTe, the city 
couldn't see spending anything 
like that kind of money so had 
the job done quite simply by 
Fred Richter for $75. 

C. Jacques Hahn, landscape 
architect, says a pair of match¬ 
ed yew trees might be valued 
in the neighborhood of $3000. 
They are evergreen, very slow 
growing and sometimes live to 
be centuries old. 

The handsome columnar ones 
in City park, now between 12 
and 14 feet high, were the gift 
of Miss Thomasella Graham 
who came to Sierra Madre in 
1908 for a brief visit as she was 
t enroute from Pinewood, Tenn., 
to Santa Barbara. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre reminded her so poignantly 
of the Italy she had loved in 
her extensive travels that she 
lingered here. She built the 
beautiful mansion on North 
Lima which she named Italia 
Mia. The gardens and grounds 
she developed were also stud¬ 
ded with yew trees and won 
national first prizes in garden 
club competitions. 

Miss Graham, now in her 80's, 
STILL resides in the little 
town she had Intended to visit 
so briefly. She lives at 349 N. 
Lima and Italia Mia's grounds 
now embrace smaller homes. 

It was Miss Graham whp 
gave the Italian cypress trees 
bordering part of Lima street 
and the pepper tree on Ker- 
sting Court in front of Byron 
Hopper's jewelry store.

In a tense, dark of-night 
strategy in a graveyard setting. 
Sierra Madre and Arcadia Po¬ 
lice Tuesday night took into 
custody a youth armed with a 
shotgun who reportedly threat¬ 
ened suicide and succeeded in 
firing one shell at encircling 
officers before he was captured 
and disarmed. 

He is Richard Frederick Rush, 
age 23, son of Mrs. Viola May 
Rush, 161% E. Aiegria, this city. 

Sierra Madre police officers 
John McDonough and Robert 
Heasley, together with a police 
unit from Arcadia, rushed to 
Sierra Madre cemetery in re¬ 
sponse to a call at 10:55 p.m. 
from Rush’s wife, Evelyn. 

Officer White of Arcadia, in 
whose direction Rush had fired, 
succeeded in apprehending the 
would-be-suicide. 

Rush, uninjured but with 
powder burns on his shirt, was 
taken to Los Angeles County 
hospital for protective custody. 
He was to be released yester¬ 
day to Sierra Madre police for 
questioning and possible filing 
of a complaint against him for 
assault with a deadly weapon.

Knox Hagar of Monrovia, a 
past president of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre K i w a n i s Club, presided. 
Timekeepers were the Rev. Ray¬ 
nor Smith and Supt. of Schools 
Charles A. Skutt. 

The written questions from 
Ihe audience focused attention 
on an incumbent councilman- 
candidate, Harold F. Roberts, 
and Lome Pratt, native Sierra 
Madrean and public relations 
director, w h o, between them, 
were called upon to answer a 
score of queries. Questions also 
were directed to Candidates 

Charles R. Gildart, Waiter H. 
Goodwin. Sidney B. Haupt, Le¬ 
roy H. Quackenboss and Coun¬ 
cilman Charles E. Louk. 

Other candidates present in¬ 
cluded Argyle Luckenbill, Neil 
K. Yarnell, W. W. Maloney and 
James M. Stewart. 

Survey Stirs Interest 

Pratt created interest with 
a 13-page survey of City depart¬ 
ments and analysis by hi m, 
copies of which were distrib¬ 
uted. In his talk he charged 
that city administratorship in 
Sierra Madre had proved a fail¬ 
ure and that City revenue could 
and should be Increased, among 
other points. 

He also directed criticism to 
the present City Council for fill¬ 
ing a council vacancy March 9 
when a newly-elected council 
was in the immediate offing. 
He also charged that, in the 
same vein, the present council 
apparently intended to hire a 
new city administrator to suc¬ 
ceed R. Merritt Baker who has 
resigned as of May 1. He based 
this charge on an advertise¬ 
ment appearing under "Help 
Wanted" in the official publi¬ 
cation of the California League 
of Cities giving an April 10 
closing date for applications for 
a Sierra Madre administrator. 

Councilmen Roberts and Louk 
stated that they knew nothing 
of the advertisement. 

Offers Clarification 

Charles H. James, councilman 
and chairman of the Finance 
committee, clarified this point 
Tuesday when he told The 
NEWS the advertisement had 
been placed by the personnel 
clearing bureau of the League 
of California Cities when he, 
acting for the council, contacted 
the League for available ad¬ 
ministrators. 

“This council had no Inten¬ 
tion of hiring the new admin¬ 
istrator,” he stated. "The April 
10 date was set arbitrarily to 
expedite submission of applica¬ 
tions for the new council with 
the possibility that a new ad¬ 
ministrator, if hired, could be 
oriented the latter part of April 
by Mr. Baker before he leaves 
May 1."

Columnist Lee Shippey of Si¬ 
erra Madre, himself an author, 
sums it all up in the following 
“blurb 1 ' which he has written 
for the book jacket: 

"Who hasn’t dreamed," he 
writes, “of a trip around the 
world—yet how few of us ever 
take one! That is because few 
of us are as patient and far¬ 
sighted as 'Skutt ie/ He not 
only dreamed of it but started 
saving five dollars a month to¬ 
ward it. In 15 years, with com¬ 
pound interest, that should 


take him on a slow boat to 
China and all the rest of the 
way. ‘Skuttie’ married Maysie 
and, when one marries, other 
things happen which dig into 
the savings. It took them 15 
years to save money for two to 
take the trip around the world. 
But, by heck, they did it though 
not all by slow boat. 

Not Shocked at 'Folies' 
“Being friendly persons, they 
got chummy with sailors, train¬ 
men, pilots and .others who 
made their journey more illu¬ 
minating than are the tours of 
most tourists. They learned 
much about Japan, ihc Philip¬ 
pines, Siam, India, Pakistan 
and the Near East, as well as 
such standbys as Athens and 
Paris. 

“Of course they had some 
disappointments. The Folies - 
Bergere'didn’t shodk them as 
they had expected it would. In 
fact, ihcy found it a place of 
beautiful and artistic specta¬ 
cles. Hut, all in all, they had 
a wonderful time and met per¬ 
sons they will Jong remember. 

“This is the simple story of 
their adventures, just such ad¬ 
ventures as might happen to 
any of us ordinary folk. It de¬ 
tails their difficulties- with 
passports and visas. It does not 
introduce any fiction for the 
sake of drama.

The children’s room of the 
proposed new library building 
will seat 35 boys and girls, will 
shelve 3000 volumes around 
the walls. In 1953 more books 
were circulated in this depart¬ 
ment of the present library 
than ever before—18,955. 

How come? 

First, parents in our city- 
come to the library with their 
children—fathers as well as 
mothers: in fact, whole families 
frequently. 

Second, classes from the 
school make scheduled visits 
with their teachers annually. 
They come before the library is 
open to the public so that the 
children may receive guidance 
as to library ways and behavior 
and in selecting their books. 
This has been done tor many 
years. 

Third, “Reading Clubs” since 
1919 have fostered vacation 
reading with a poster record¬ 
ing progress of those who enter. 
This past summer “Space Ship” 
stops at the planets took on 
those readers who had qualified 
by reading two books a week 
and talking them over with 
Mrs. Marjorie BiacK. Seven 
children made the entire 10- 
week “flight" and many more 
read many books between inter¬ 
ruptions of family vacation 
trips. 

Fourth, we must credit the 
contagious enthusiasm of the 
children themselves. The li¬ 
brarians tell us "they quickly 
discover favorites which they 
excitedly recommend to each 
other. They do a lot of re read¬ 
ing and gravitate to favorite 
authors. One little girl so en¬ 
joyed Ingalls Wilder’s pioneer 
(true) stories that she asked for 
the author’s address and birth- 
datee so she could send her a 
card.”

Local Officials Urged 
By OCD to Starf Study 
For Dispersal Plans 

Municipal and county offi¬ 
cials throughout California 
have been urged by Maj. Gen. 
Walter M, Robertson, state Ci¬ 
vilian Defense director, to un¬ 
dertake preliminary steps to 
studies of the problems involv¬ 
ed in dispersal' of population 
from the state’s target areas 
under threat of enemy attack. 

Though a year to 18 months 
will be required before suffi¬ 
cient warning time to put such 
plans into effect can be guar¬ 
anteed by the Air Force, the 
complexity of the problem is 
such that intensive surveys 
should be started as soon as 
possible in all areas to deter¬ 
mine feasibility of the dispersal 
policy, and extent to which it 
can be carried out. The director 
made the suggestion last week 
in letters to mayors, city man¬ 
agers and county supervisors 
recommending appointment of 
committees to implement the 
studies.

Deafness Can 
Be Remedied

Not so many years ago, deal¬ 
ness was considered a major 
handicap. Very little was 
known about its many causes 
so nothing much could be done 
either to prevent it or arrest its 
progress. The victim of deaf¬ 
ness and the people around 
him had to suffer it through 
as best they might. Today, 
much of that has been changed. 
Deafness can now be remedied 
or arrested in the majority of 
cases. 

The numerous forms of hear¬ 
ing impairment can, for the 
sake of simplicity, be grouped 
into two main types, namely, 
conductive or middle ear loss 
and perceptive or ' nerve loss. 
The conductive form is the one 
most frequently encountered 
and is also the one that can, 
in most instances, be success¬ 
fully treated. 

Trouble Sources 

Conductive deafness is a con¬ 
dition, resulting from changes 
in the ‘outer or middle ear, 
that interferes with the passage 
of sound to the inner ear. Any 
part of the ear canal, the ear¬ 
drum, or the three small hones 
of the middle ear may be the 
source of the trouble. Occasion¬ 
ally, the blocking of the Eu¬ 
stachian tube, the small pass¬ 
age leading from the mldle car 
to the throat, also results in 
loss of hearing. 

Some of the causes for con¬ 
duction loss include the accu¬ 
mulation of wax or the pres¬ 
ence of a foreign body in the 
ear canal; the desruction of 
part or all of the ear drum or 
one of the bones of the middle 
ear; complications of the com¬ 
mon contagious diseases of 
childhood, chronic sore throats 
or sinusitis, meningitis or any 
of the other illnesses that may 
involve the ear. Or it may be 
due to otosclerosis which is the 
cause of a large percentage of 
all cases of adult deafness. 

Bony Growth 

Otosclerosis is a condition 
wherein a bony growth occurs 
around the end of the third 
bone of the middle ear (stirrup) 
that fits into the small open¬ 
ing (oval window) leading into 
the iner ear. This growth pre¬ 
vents the three Kttio bones 
from moving freely and so in¬ 
terferes with the transmission 
of sound vibrations to the nerve 
fibers of the ear. 

In nearly all cases of hear¬ 
ing impairment due to these 
causes, the nerve of hearing is 
generally undamaged so this 
condition, due to medical, sur¬ 
gical, or mechanical aid, can be 
“cured” or arrested in most 
eases. The wax and foreign 
bodies can be removed, the ear¬ 
drum can be patched up—ar¬ 
tificial ones are constructed in 
some instances, and ihe fenes¬ 
tration operation has been dra¬ 
matically successful in many 
advanced cases of otosclerosis. 
Antibiotic and sulfa drugs 
often clear up or prevent the 
development of infections that 
might injure the hearing. 

Hearing Aids Improved 

if other measures fail, the 
use of a hearing aid is neces¬ 
sary. During the last 10 years, 
these aids have shrunk in size 
and weight one-third, and, ac¬ 
cording to the American Hear¬ 
ing society, have increased in 
efficiency 300 per cent. Certain¬ 
ly no more hesitation should 
be felt in using them than in 
the wearing of glasses. 

There are many hearing aids 
on the market but not all of 
them are acceptable. The Met¬ 
ropolitan Hearing Center, 215 
West 5th street, Los Angeles 
(MAdison 6-1307). will be glad 
to give information on those 
that are, or are not, approved 
by the American Medical asso¬ 
ciation and the American Hear¬ 
ing sdtiety.
